The winds blew so furiously that fre-

“ Alberta bas at the present time 
nearly three million acres of irri- 
gated land in process of devel- 
opment. This is more than twice 
as much as California, a half 
greater than Colerado and nearly 
one half as much as in the entire 
United States. When all this 
land land is being cultivated on 
the extensive farming plan, the 
population sustained and the 
wealth produced will be very 
considerable part of the popula- 
tion and weaith of the country.

Commenting on the immigra- 
tion policy of Canada, the Cleve- 
land Plaindealer says: ‘In her 
admission of new citizens Can- 
ada is shawng eoavidcrable die- 
crimination. Pauperimmigrants 
from continental Europe are not 
wanted and are forbidden to en- 
ter. Newcomers from the British 
Isles, with their vigor and their 
vigor and their little competences 
are gladly welcomed, and no bar 
is placed in the way of thrifty 
and healthy inimigrants from 
Scandinavia and Germany. 
What Canada desires is immi- 
grants who will take to agricul- 
ture. Such new-comers are need- 
ed to build up the country and to 
grow with it. The Canadian 
policy is wise and business-like 
and is bound to have good re- 
sults.” 


It is usually desired that the 
grain crops get plenty of rain in 
the monthof June. With near- 
ly half the month gode by, it is 
encouraging that we have had 
all the rain necessary for the 
plants. We have also had abun- 
dance of sunshine and relieving 
cool spells, Frequently at this 
time of the year complaints may 
be heard that it is too cold, too 
hot, or tou wet, but this year 
there seems to be just about the 
right distribution of all kinds of 
summer weather. The climatic 
¢ nditions have been ideal since 
seeding time, and it 1s iemarked 
by practically all concerned that 
the week or two we were fiate in 
beginning seeding has been fully 
nade up, ank summer conditions 
continuing favorable, there will 
be no cause for alarm from the 
prc~harvest frosts, as harvest 
from present indicatioas will not 
be late to the extent that seeding 
was delayed, There is not a 
pessimistic note in the railway 
crop reports this week. Under 
the favorable conditions describ 
ed in the foregoing growth has 
been xsapid. Samples of wheat 
cighteen inches high have been 
received, while the genea 
growthruns from six to twelve 
inches. This is conceded tu be 
a remarkable record so ea:ly in 
Juue ate: a somewliat late seed- 


ing. The general opinion at 
present is that the area under 
wheat is more than 7,000,000 
acres. If the season should hap- 
pen to be one that would result 
in an average of 20 bushels to 
the acre, then the wheat output 
the coming fall would be about 
140,000,000 bushels. We, how- 
ever, want to be reasonably con 

servative until the season ad 

vances further, and let us calcu 

iate that the average will be 13 
bushels. It can be seen from our 
figuring, then, that it is very rea- 
sonable to look this year for the 
largest wheat crop in the history 
of the west, even if the rcturn 
per acre were a little below the 
general average. Much is ex- 
pected this year from the coarse 
grain. They were planted in 
good time, and the acreage is 
much larger than formerly owing 
to the delay mentioned in the 
wheat seeding. The raising of 
oats and barley is profitable, and 
it is not necessary to confine our 
selves to wheat when reviewing 
the outlook. Oats and barley 
are certainly to yield well this 
year, andit not unlikely that the 
returns from these will show up 
better, in proportion, than those 
from wheat. These cereals are 
no longer aside issue. They are 
big factors in the general grain 
situation, as they are in Ontario 
and in many other parts of North 
America where agriculture is the 
industry. The yields during the 
past few years have demonstrat- 
ek the comparative ease with 
which they can. be produced, 
while the high prices which have 
prevailed more particulariy since 
the last harvest, have encourag- 
ed the farmer to deviate from 
the beaten path, and to seek their 
revenue without being depend- 
ent on wheat.—Commercial.

EAST OF HORSES. 


Very O14 Festival St111 Colebrated te 
Hindustaa, 


. Dowera, or the “ienst of "ioe 
very old festival in India, The Hindoos 
gay that on a time long ago the god 
Rama went to war wiih the king of 
Ceylon and was victorious because lis 
pg had better horses and bullocks than 
the king’s army. So yearly, at the time 
of a new moon, the Hindoos worship the 
horses and bullocks, 

I had never heard of this festival, and 
on the morning of Dosera I was sur 

Ised to find my Arab pony Raja all 

med with bright yellow flowers. He 
had a wreath around his neck, long 
pendants of flowers hung about his ears, 
anklets of the same bright flowers were 
tied around his legs just above the hoot 
and again above the knees, and tiny hou 
quets were tied to the harness in many 
places and on the reins too. It was pret. 
ty, and I am eure Raja felt “dressed up,” 
for he was dignified and quict all that 
Aay and carried his head a little higher 
than usual. Sometimes he does frisky 
things, but we are not at all afraid of 
him, for he is intelligent, and it we say, 
“Raja! Raja!” in a decided tone he seems 
to know that we wish bim to be digni- 
fied. Raja means king, and we gave 
him that name because we think him the 
king of Arab ponies. 

At Dosera the bullocks, which are as 
much used here as horses, had their 
herns stained with bright colored paints, 
generally a different color for each horn, 
and strings of little tassels of many dif. 
ferent colors were tied from the tip of 
one horn to the tip of the other, or bright 
pieces of ribbon would be used instead of 
the tassels, 

The white horses, of which there are 
very many here, and the white bullocka, 
too, were painted, some in stars or in 
round dots. Others had the rising sun 
painted on both sides of their bodies in 
red and gold colors. Some horses had 
only their tails and manes colored, while 
a few drivers painted the sides of the 
cart and the wheels also, 

After all this decorating was finished 
the people made pujah to the animals, 
Which means that they worshiped the 
horses and the bullocks. I could not find 
ped one who would tell me if they wor 

iped the carts, too, but I think they did, 

After this is done the people give each 
other presents, which should be of gold, 
but as the people are most of them toc 
poor to give gold they give the leaf ot 
— Naa plant, and that answers very 
well. 
When evening came, and the coach- 
man who had trimmed Raja with the 
fresh flowers had not received “back 
sheesh,” he felt very much neglected and 
sent word to me that it was the custom 
of the country to give the coachman a 
donation. I sent him a rupee and made 
him quite happy. - 


SCAFFOLD POLES TO HIRE. 


On of Various Interesting Features 
of the Pole Yard Business, 

“Beaffold Poles to Hire.” 

So read a sign painted on the end of a 
building standing in a pole yard, and a 
man whose eye chanced to fall upon it 
wondered just what it meant. He had 
heard of renting steam boilers and pianos 
and horses and railroad cars aud so on, 
and he knew that there ir searcely any- 
thing, perhars that cannot be 
rented, but he,had beard before of 
renting scaffold poles, ead-it seenitd an — 
odd thing to do. 

As a matter of fact there are lots of 
scaffold poles rented. It is an old and 
to those who have occasion to know 
about it familiar branch of the pole yard 
business. 

Beaffold poles are rented, of course, most 
largely to builders, and there are more 
builders who hire scaffold poles than 
there are who own them. This for the 
simple reason that {t is for most bulid- 
ers cheaper to hire. ‘The very largest 
buildera who must have a yard anyway 
in which to keep materiel and plant of 
one sort and another own their own 
scaffold poles and keep them when uot 
{m use in their own yard where they have 
mom for them. : 

The smaller builder, having very likely 
go material yard, has no convenient place 
®& store poles when not in use, and he 
bires poles, as for that matter some of 
the larger builders do also, 

Scaffold poles are let at so much for 
a job, whether it is a few days or weeks, 
but while a builder keeps the poles for 
one price on one job as long as he may 
need them he canuot if he gets through 
with a job early haul the poles off to set 
up on another job without paying more 


rent. 

The life of # scaffold pole is about six 
years. A pole yard man said that they 
could be made to last ten years by care. 
People always drive nails into scaffold 
poles, ‘These nails rust, and the wood 
around them rots, and the pole gradually 
goes to decay. If the poles were all 
enrefully overhauled and looked after 
when they came back to the yard from a 
job and the nails all pulled out, they 
would last four years longer, but this is 
not done for the simple reason that it 
wouldn't pay. The cost of the work 
would be greater than the gain by it, and 
go they use the poles as long as they are 
St te use and then chop them up.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, ‘ 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated. Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on cettain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister ot au intending 
homesteader.

own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother), 

(4) Theterm ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
miles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to 
perform his residence duties in ac- 
cordance with the above while liv- 
ing with parents or on farming 
land owned by himself must notify 
tne agent for the district of such 
intention,

must be given to the Commissioner 
of Dominion Lands at Ottawa, of 
intention to apply for patents.

DOMESTIC LIFS WOULD THEN 
BE PLEASANTER. 


Many Husbands Treat Their Wives 
Shabbily With Regard to 
Money Matters. 


The monetary relations between 
husband and wife are seldom com- 
pleteiy satisfactory, because there 
is no just system in vogue for the 
proper apportionment of the in- 
come. A man and his wife are us- 
ually supposed to be equal part- 
ners in the family revenue. This,’ 
however, is, as a rule, far from 
being the case. 

In some instances we see a man 
slaving his life away, and denying 
himseif every luxury, in order to 
meet the extravagauces of an im- 
prudent spouse. In other cases the 
wife has to cut and contrive in or- 
der to compensate for the profuse 
wastefulness of an  unthrifty hus- 
band. 

The partner idea, as regards 
spending the cash, is a useful and 
splendid one when both partners 
are actuated by prudent motives 
and a constant desire to spend the 
}income with a view to each other’s 
{mutual advantage. But partner- 
ships of this kinds are rare. 

The aims of a great many hus- 
bands is to keep their wives’ ex- 
| penditure down to the lowest pos- 
|sible figure; the aim of a great 
|many wives is to spend as much 
money as they safely can without 
}a serious protest from their hus 
bands. When a husband is natur- 
lally prone to extravagance, it is, 
of course, good for him that he 
should be gently but firmly restrain 
ledif he is fortunate enough to pos 
|sess a wife who is able and willing 
\to do so,

Occasional gifts of pocket-money 
are also a far from satisfactory 
method of keeping a wife's mon- 
etary wants supplied. The best 
way to insure her happiness, in- 
dependence, and ber husband's 
peace, is for him to give her a reg- 
ular weekly salary in addition to 
the settled sum for housekeeping. 

Among the other reasons may be 
mentioned the fact that a weekly 
wage for the wife would be a more 
businesslike arrangement than the 
present haphazard style which is 
usually adopted, and would conse- 
quently often save misunderstand- 


ing. 

tt would also save the wife the 
tinge of annoyance inseparable 
from having to ask for money. The 
annoyance of having to refuse or 
grant requests for cash would al- 
so be saved some husbands, 


Many men would much prefer to 
pay out a regular sum with a com- 
plete knowledge of the full extent 
of their liabilities, even if in the 
end it cost them more than the 
usual spasmodic, unexpected dis- 
bursements. 

Then, again, a regular weekly in- 
come, however small, would be a 
little solid recognition of a wife's 
services, and in the * case of hus- 
bands who never think a word of 
praise is needed, this should be a 
consideration of some importance. 

Another reason why a wife should 
have a saiary is that it would en- 
able her to be more generous at 
her own expense. It would in- 
crease her joy in giving; especially 
as regards her presents to her 
husband, who would also more 
fully appreciate the gifts of his 
spouse than he does now under the 
usual system.

Wrote Editorials fc: a Venetian 
Sheet, and Reads Current 
News. 


Pope Pius is a firm believer in 
newspaper reading. His favorites 
are two provincial sheets, Venice 
Difesa and Vicenza Verico. The lat- 
ter paper he read nearly all his life. 
When he became Patriarch of Ve- 
nice he happened to make the ac- 
quaintance of the editor of the Di- 
fesa, then a struggling daily. 

The editor’s views pleased his 
Eminence, and hearing of his finan- 
cial troubles, he offered him his aid. 
The Patriarch’s liberality and ac- 
tive support soon put the Difesa on 
a paying basis, and it is now one 
of the solid institutions of the great 
city. 

In the olden days Pope Pius 
wrote meany editorials for the Di- 
fesa and aleo contributed such news 
as came to him as Administrator 
of the Venice Patriarchate. Since 
his enthronization, as Supreme 
Pontiff, these contributions, so val- 
uable to the paper, naturally stop- 
ped. 

However, the Papal Secretary of 
State is instructed often by the 
Pope, ‘‘to give the Difesa a bit of 
intelligence.”’ 

After perusing the Difesa and 
Verico, the Pope reads the great 
Roman dailies, which are submit- 
ted as they come from the press. 
He will not allow any article to be 
marked, and insists upon receiv- 
ing the dailies as published with- 
out exception. . 

Since the examination of these 
papars consumes considerable time, 
the Pope must be content with ex- 
tracts from the rest of the Italian 
dailies, weeklies and monthlies. 

Dr. Jacob Orselli is the Pontiff’s 
jexchange editor, and it is his duty 
to cut everything, favorable or not,

INDIAN CRIMES ACT. 


‘Intended to Facilitate Maintenance 
of Order, 


| The text of the Indian crimes 
jact, under which a number of prom- 
jinent agitators have been arrested 
jhas been made public. 

| The act extends to the provinces 
| of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and 
| Assam, but the Governor-General 
jin Council may at any time, by no- 
| tification in The Gazette of India. 
jextend the whole or any part of it 
|to any other province. Its object, 
jas indicated in the preamble, is to 
| provide for (he more ready trial of 
‘certain offences under various sec- 
tions of the Indian penal cede, and 
‘any offence under the explosive sub- 
;Stances act, 1908. 

For trial under the act an order 
| by the Governor-Genoral in Coun- 
}cil or by the local government with 
the previous sanction of the Govy- 
ernor-General in Council is neves- 
sary, upon receipt of which the 
magisterial inquiry will proceed, 1 
the magistrate is satisfied that th 
€vidence is sufficient, he will frame 
a charge and send the accused for 
trial before a special Bench of three 
Judges of the High Court. He may 
also frame a charge for any offence 
not under the act of which the ae- 
cused may be charged at the same 
trial. No trial is to be by jury, and 
the decision is to ve in accordance 
with the opinion of the majority 
of the Judges. The evidence taken 
before the magistrate of a witness 


who is dead or cannot be produced 
may be put in, 

It is also provided by the act 
that the Governor-General in 
Council may in the Oficial Gazette 
declare any association to be ille- 
gal which interferes with the ad- 
ministration of justice or the main- 
tenance of law and order, or w ih 
is considered to constitute a dangex™ 
to the public peace, Members of 
such associations and persons as- 
risting in its operations are render- 
ed liable to imprisonment,
